AﬀeStion to Our People prevailed with Us, to ſuppreiſe that paſſion, 
which might-well enough become As, upon ſuch an Tavitatien, 

We have reconſidered Ous Anſwer. of the firſt of this Moneth at 
Theobalds, which is urged to have giyen juſt cauſe of ſorrow ro Our 
Subjects. Whoſoever lookevover that Meſſage ( which was in efte& 
ta tell Us, That if We would not joyne-with them { in an AR which 
We conceived might prove pedal anddargtos to Us and the 
whole K age? they wotild nifkca: Law without Us, and impoſe

Wee have littleencouragement to Replyes of rhis nature , whe! 
We are told of how lirtle value Our words are like to bee with you » 
though'they come accornpanied with all the Adtions of Loye and 
Juſtice, ( where there's roome for Ations to accompany them ) yer 
We cannot but difavow the having any ſuch evill Counfel or Coun- 
{eilours about Us, to Our knowledge, as are mentioned, and it any 
fuch be diſcovered, Wee will . leave them tg the cenlure and Judye- 
menr of Our Parliament In the mean time, We could wiſh, that Our 
owne'immediate Attions which We avow, and Our owne Honour 
might not be ſo roughly cenſured and wounded, under that common 
Rile-of Evill Counſlellours, 

For Our faithtull and zealous affeflion tq the true Proteſtant Pre- 
fellion, and Our refolutiofh 'ro concur with Obr Parkman in any 
poſſibte oourſe for the propagation of ir, and ſuppreſſion of Popery, 
We can lay no more then We have already expreſſed in Our Decla-

Vs. VVe then read the Peticion over againe, and then obſer- 
ving nothing in matter or forme, VVe conecived could poſ- 
fibly give jult cauſe of offence, Wed-livercd it to him again, 
bidding bim give it to Sir [acob 4pley, for whoſe {atisfaRion 
VVee had written C, R, upon it, totcſtific Our approbation ; 
and VVe with that the Petition might be ſeen and publiſhed, and 
then V'Ve believe it will provedangerous one,nor a jult ground 
for the leaſt jealouſic or mifapprehenſion, 

' For Maſter [ermyn, it is well knowne, that he was = from 
Wwitchall before we reccived the deſire of both Houſes for the 
reſtraint of Ourſervants,ncither returned he thither,or paſſed 0- 
yer by any warrantgranted by Vs after that time. 

For the breach of Priviledge in the Accufation of the Lord 
Kymbolton, and the five Members of the Houſe of Commons, 
We thought We had given ſo ample ſatisfattion in Ourſeverall 
MeCages to that purpoſe , that it ſhould bee no more preſſed a- 
gaiaſt Vs, being confident if the breach of Priviledge had bzen 
greater than hath been ever before offered, Oar acknowledge 
meat and 'retration hath been greater than ever King hath gi- 
ven, beſides the not examining how many of Oar Priviledges 
have beene invaded in defence and vindication of the other ? 
And therefore We hoped Our truc and carnt Proteltation in 
Our Anſwer to your Order concerning the Ailitia, would fo 
far have ſatisfied you of 'Our intentions then, that you would nv 
more have enterteined any imagination ofany other deligne 
then VVe there expreſſed. 

But why the lilting of ſo many Officers, and entertaining 
them at #h5tehall ſhould be miſconſtrued , Wee much marvel}, 
when it is notorioully known, the tumults at Weſtminſter were 
fogreat,and their demeanours fo ſcandalous and ſed itious, that 
We had good cauſe to fuppoſe our owne Perſon,aud thoſe of Our 
'Wifcand Children to be in apparant danger, end therefore 
We tad great reaſon to appoynt a Guard abcut- Vs, and' to

And having gow dcalt thus plainly and freely with you by*Þ 
way of Anſwer to the particular grounds of your Feares, We 
npon a due conſideration , and weighing both together) 
you will not find the Grounds to be of that moment to beget,or 
longer to continue a miſunderftaading betwixt Vs, or force you 
ro apply your ſelves to the uſe of any other power than what.

Concerning our fcarcs and jcalouſics,as We had no intention 
of acculing you, ſo are we ſure no words ſpoken by Vs: (onthe 
| ſodaine) at Theobalds will bcare that interpretation, ., Wee ſaid 
q for our Reſidence neare you , We wilht it might bs ſo.fatcaod 
honourable, that Wee hid no cauſe toabnt Our ſelfe from 
Whitc-Hall, and how thi; canbe a breach of Priviledg of Parli- 
ameut We cannat underſtani- Wee explained cur meaningin 
Our Anſwer at New-Markct,at the Preſentation of this Declars- 
tion concerning the printed ſditious pamphlets and Ser 
& the great tumults at Weſtmiaſter: And We muſt appeal to you 
andall che world, whether We might not juſtly fappoſe Our ſelf 
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Fo danger of either. And if We were now at White-Hall, what 
” ſecurity have We, that the like fhall not be againe ,- eſpecially if

any Delinquents of that nature have beence apprehended by the 
Miniſters of Tuſtice , and beev reſcucd by the People , and fo as 
yct eſcape unpuniſhed ? If you have not keene informed of the 
{:ditious words nfcd'in,and the circumſtances of thoſe Tumults, 
and will appoint ſome way for the cxamination of them, We 
will requireſome of Our learned Counſell to attend with ſack 
evidence as may fatisfic you , and till that bedone , or ſome 0- 
ther courſe taken for Ouc ſecurity, you.cannot (with reaſon ) 
a that Wee intend not to be where 'Wee meft defirc 
to bee, 
. And can there yet wantevidence of Our hearty and importn- 
nate deſire to joyne with Our Parkament, and all Our faithfull 
Subjects , indefence of the Religion and publique good of the 
Kingdome ? Have We given you noother carnelt but words;to 
ſecure you of thoſe defires? The very Remonſtrancs of the Houle 
of Commons (publifhed in November laſt) of the State af the 
Kingdome allowes Vs a more-reall tcftimonic of Our good aff:- 
Rions then words, that Remonſtrance valued Our AR of grace 
and Iuſtice at fo bygh a rate, that it declared the Kingdom to bae 
then a gainer, though it had charged it ſclfe by Bils of Subſidies 
and Pol-money, with the levy of 600000. pounds, beſides the 
GLNINES a debt to our Scotch EubjeRts of 2 20000, pounds 
Are the bils for the Trienniall Parliament, for relinquiſhing 
Our Title of Impoſing upon Merchandize, and power of presfing 
of Souldiers, for the taking away the Star-Chamber, and high- 
Commisſion Courts, for the regulating the Counſel! Table , but 
words ? Are the Bils for the Forreſts, the S1annery Courts , the 
Clerk of the Marker, and the taking yway the Votes of Biſhops 
out of the Lords Houſe,but words ? Laſtly, what greater earneſt 
of Our truſt and reliance on Our Parliament could or can Wee 
give, then the pasſing of the Bill for the continuance of this pre- 


ſent Parliament ? The leugth of which Wee hope will never al- 


ter the nature of Parliaments, and the conft itution of this King- 


+ dowe, or invite Our Subj<Rs ſo much to a:ulſe Our Confidence 


asto cltcem any thing fit for this Parlizment to doc, which were 
not, if it were in Oar pewer to diffolve it to morrow, And af-
